tail lace of the ancient commonwealth. 
The independent papers have nailed him 
to the cross tor a coward. 
They have 


javalined him and his party as being 
atiaid to meet honest discussion of Re- 
publican trusteeship of tbe state. 


Tne Philippines armor is so weak and 


flimsy, their cause so indefensible, that 
no wonder it is General Reeder slinks 
like an abashed canine to the precintcs of 
his o^n kennel. 


The Quay machine has secured a ma- 


terial vantage,however, within the week. 
It has succeeded in warding off the trials 
of the indiuted boodlers who were caught 
redbanded iu their attempts to bribe 
Democrats and insurgents in the last 
legislature to defame themselves by vot- 
ing tor Quay for senator and for the Mc- 
Carrell bill, which be thought neces 
aary to save him and his son from the 
irowning walls of the penitentiary.

puts in this vacancy on the Dauphin 
bench a professional politician and bench • 
man who for some years had been at the 
head of tbe sub-machine as chaiiman of 
tbe county committee. 


To the sbatne ot the judiciary, this 


political judge had the temerity to cling 
to bis chairmanship of the Republican 
executive committee of Dauphin county 
long after he had qualified for a judge.

ADMIRAL DEWEST. 


THE CAKBEK OF THB NATAL BJSBO 


TOLD BY TUDOR JJESKS. 


Tudor Jttnks tells in the October St. 


Kidiolos the atory of Admiral Dawey'a 
brilliant career. 


Congress introduced the rank of Ad- 


miral m ISCttor David Glasgow Farra- 
gut, whose father 
WHS a 
Spaniard. 


David Nixon Porter was the second 
George Dewey is our third admiral. 
George Dewey was born in Montpelier. 
Vermont, the day after Christmas in 
1837—the year Ercisaon, of "Monitor' 
fame, flrst applied tne screw-propeller 
to steamships; and jet this great im- 
provement caooe so slowly into use that 
the flrst vessel on which Dewey, at the 
age of twenty-five served as a lieutenant 
was a side-wbeeier. 


The Dewey's are of English descent, 


and George's father was a country doc- 
tor, who, in 1825, married Mary Perrin. 
There were four children—three boys, 
George being the third, and a daughter, 
tbe 
youngest. 
The stories told 01 


George's boyhood show him to have been 
a plucfcy and ma'jly little youngster, 
whom hie lather called his "little hero," 
He was wiry, active, fond of "Robinson 
Crusoe," and never arraid of a flght for 
good cause. He went barefoot, gave 
theatrical shows in the barn, and was 
altogether the sort of boy that boys like 
—such a nice little chap as may be tound 
in nearly every aclioolhouse m the land. 


At fifteen he went to Norwich Mili- 


tary Academy, aud while there decided 
to enter Annapolis, winning his father's 
consent witb difiiculty. Entering tae 
Naval Academy at seventeen, Dewey 
graduated in 1858, standing fltth in a 
class of fourteen. He was popular, and 
an especially good swimmer and athlete. 
For two years he cruised as a midship- 
man in the Mediterranean, and upon hu 
return passed his examination with 
credit, and was commissioned lieuten- 
ant. 


When the Civil War began, Dewey 


was appointed first lieutenant on the 
United States steamer "Miasippi," a 
side-wheeler—one of the oldest vessels 
in the navy—commanded by Captain 
Melancthon Smith. 
This vessel was 


part of Parragut's Gulf Squadron, and 
was hotly engaged in opening tbe Miss- 
issippi Kiver and taking New Orleans 
in 1862. Dewey stood on the biidge 
during tbe flght with Forts Jackson and 
St. Philip—when the Union and Con- 
federate gunners were 30 near that they 
could exchange words—and the young 
officer was conspicuous for his cool 
bravery and efficient service. On the 
way up the river, Dewey's vessel drove 
aahore and destroyed the Confederate 
ram "Manassas." 


Farragat afterward said to Dewey's 


father: 


"Sir, your son George is a worthy and 


a brave oilicer. He has an honorable 
record, and some day will make his own 
mark." 


But Farragut would have been amazed 


it be could haye known that, of all the 
officers of the navy, this young oilicer 
would be second to succeed him as ad- 
miral of the navy, and would win bis 
promotion in battle with the Spaniards, 
the countrymen of Farragut's father. 


The next year brought disaster to tbe 


Mississippi. She grounded during tbe 
battle at Port Hudson, and was burned. 
Dewey was active in taking off the crew 
aud afterward escaped, witb the loss, it 
is said, of his coat-tails ! 


Tbe >onng lieutenant continued in 


active service, and in the Bghts with 
Fort Fisher, m 1864 and 1865, showed 
bis cleverness by going so close to the 
shore in the "Colorado" that the enemy's 
shot went over tbe vessel. 


In March, 1805, Dewey was appointed 


lieutenant commander. 


After the Civil War Dewey was in ser- 


vice on the "Kearsage" and the Colorado 
and in 1S67 he married Miss Susan Good- 
win, 
daughter of a governor o( Xew 


Hampshire. To pass rapidly over the 
peaceful years that follow, it will suffice 
to eay that Dewey was at tbe Naval 
Academy till 1870, when he took com- 
mand of the "Narragansett;" in 1875 
he was appointed Commander, and 
served on the Lighthouse Board; in 
1882 he was in tbe Asiatic Squadron, 
commanding the "Juuiata"—thus ac- 
quiring bis first knowledge of Eastern 
waters—and two years later became cap- 
tain of the "Dolphin," and afterward of 
the "Pensacola" in the European Squad- 
ron. 


His subsequent service included work 


on the Lighthouse Board and the Bu- 
reau of Equipment; and as Commodore 
te was head of the Board of Inspection 
and Survey. It is not strange that tbe 
Admiral is a man thoroughly equipped, 
after so long a service in peace and war.

A SHIPPING COMMUNITY. 


I'lVE HUMUItED MEN KEQU1RED TO 


KUN THE MAMMOTH STEAM- 


ER OCEANIC. 


While the residing public has baen tol 


erably informed as to tbe size and speed 
of the great ocean liners and knows by 
how many feet each would overtop the 
WashiogoOn monument or how many 
city blocks it would fill, there is one 
feature of tbe immensity of these ships 
o£ which very little is known, even by 
the most experienced travelers. This 
concerns the business management ot 


i these vessels, which in the case of the 
largest liner has grown to be an enter- 
prise of vast proportions, requiring the 
service of hundreds o£ men. 


For example, tbe operation of the 


Oceanic, the largest steamer ever built, 
which arrived in New York on her 
maiden trip last week, involves a multi- 
tude of activities and is managed on a 
scale ttat seems almost incredible to 
the landsman. An inkling of their 
proportions may be gained from the 
fact that it would take a miner twenty- 
live years ot steady work to get out the 
coal required to fill the bunkers of the 
Oceanic tor a single trip, while the tood 
supplies, that she demands for each 
voyage would more tbaa support the 
miner and his family during the whole 
of that time. 


To appreciate the vastness of tbe busi- 


ness operations connected with the great 
est orean liner it is necessary to rid one's 
mind of tbe idea that she is a ship as 
our fathers understood that term. She 
is not manned by sailors, and the seamen 
form au inconsiderable number m the 
make-up of her crew. Nor is ehe a 
floating hotel. There is no hotel that 
compares with her in the extent aud 
variety of its activities. The Oceanic is 
an ocean city—nothing leas. 
When she 


IH at sea she has a population of 2,000— 
an great as many a town with county 
seat aspirations can claim. A score of 
different trades and occupations are 
practiced on board her. She has in- 
Jepeudentlighting, healing and refriger- 
ating plants, machine shops, a printing 
uflice, a carpenter shop, in short, almost 
d,ll tbe equipment of an up-to-date com- 
munity, together witu much that iu pe- 
culiar to itself. 


To all practical purpose each voyage 


represents a complete business venture. 
All accounts are rendered separately 
lor each voyage. The crew from the 
captain down, are engaged at the Eu- 
ropean port for each ronnd trip. 
They 


are technically discharged at the conclus- 
ion of the voyage, and must sign new ar- 
ticles before they are shipped again. 


As soon as the liner ties up at her pier 


at the end of one voyage the preparation 
for the succeeding one begins. While 
cargo is being discharged from one side, 
great barges are pouring coal into her 
bunkers from the other. 
The Oceanic 


baa a coal-carrying capacity of 3700 tons, 
and burns upward of 2000 tons on each 
voyage. It requires tbe service of 00 
men working steadily for forty hours to 
coal ber, aud the operation costs about 
$1200. The coal itself costs; flve times 
that amount. In other words, the coal 
bill of a vessel like the Oceanic while she 
is at sea amounts to about (1000 per 
day. 


There are some 300 men employed in 


the actual work of sailing a great ocean 
monster like the Oceanic. The remain- 
ing 200 are required to look after the 
comfort of tbe passengeis. 


The culinary operations of the Ocean- 


ic dwarf those ot even the largest hotels. 
No less than twenty-four meals areaeived 
on sbipboaid every day. 
They are four 


each for (list and second cabin passengers 
Hud officers. There are three each for the 
steerage passengers, tbe engineers, stew- 
ards and sailors. Each of these seven 
big families bas its own stuff of cooks, 
numbering between thirty and forty al- 
together. 
There are about seventy din- 


ing room stewards,—waiters, they would 
be called on shore—and about tbe same 
number of bedroom stewards or cham- 
berlains. 


Naturally a vast number of dishes are 


required. There are 1500 silver spoons, 
forks and knives, and 2500 of each var- 
iety of plates, cups and saucers necessary 
to meet all requirements. The broken 
dishes accumulated on each voyage fill 
several casks, and tbe coat of these iii as- 
sessed equally en the whole body of 
stewards. 


For the most part it is done by machin- 


ery. Big baskets of soiled dishes are 
lowered into tanks of boiling water, 
which cleanses them thoroughly. Then 
they are dried by hand. 
T2e silver and 


finer china is washed by hand, and this 
work keeps a force of twenty men 
busy. 


Of table and other linen tbe Oceanic 


requires enough to stock a shop to last 
out a voyage. 
There are 1000 table- 


cloths, 15,000 napkins and the same num- 
ber of towels. Unlike most of its house- 
hold operations, the ship's laundry work 
ia done on shore at the end of each trip 
in a plant maintained for that purpose. 


It will be seen from these figures that 


the cost of operating a great ocean liner 
s very large; for the vessel that has been 
described it is between $40,000 and $50,- 
000 per month. The extreme earning ca- 
pacity of the Oceanic is about $90,000 per 
month. When the cost of repairs, in- 
surance and the deterioration in the val- 
ue of the ship itself are taken into ac- 
count, tte profit remaining represents 
only a fair return on the investment of 
(4,000,000, which thia latest triumph of 
;he shipbuilder's skill represents.

At Strondsburg last Tuesday "Farm- 


er" Creasy was given a rousing reception.

A SUBSCRIPTION PLAN. 


The plan proposed by the Develop- 


ment Company for raising money to be 
used in furthering improvement in Get- 
tysburg's industrial condition, aud to 
which reference is made in "An Appeal" 
in another column, is this, aa it is ex- 
plained to us : 


Subscriptions of $100 are to be taken, 


the money to be used for the sole pur- 
pose of erecting buildings for the indus- 
tries to be obtained and to be payable 
in such amounts and at such times as 
circumstances require. The buildings 
thua erected are to belong to the sub- 
scribers, whose names are to be inserted 
in the deeds as owners, and are to be 
placed under the management of a trus- 
tee who shall act in behalf of the owners. 
The money is not to bear interest for a 
term of ten years—rent being free to 
tenants for that term. These subscrip- 
tions are not, therefore, to be in the 
nature of stock subscriptions, but are 
ratuer payments toward the purchase 
of real estai.e by joint owners. 


This is the plan as told us by one of 


the Executive Committee of the Compa- 
ny, and it is proposed to put it into im- 
mediate execution. It will be explamed 
more fully by those who will call upou 
our citizens for the purpose, we have no 
doubt; but tbe cardinal point ia it, as 
explained, is in the security given the 
subscribers by absolute ownership. 


It is proposed to get for Gettysburg a 


knitting factory, which is spoken of else- 
where, and the plan for getting it is 
worthy of the consideration of our citi- 
zens.

DEWEY AHEAD OF TIME. 


THE HERO OF MANILA REJOICED TO 


UK AT HOME. 


Tbe !KlaK»lil]j Olympia, With the Nation'» 


Third Admiral, Steams Into Mew York 
Ilnrbor Two Days Before Expected. 


As Admiral Dewey surprised the enemy 


at Manila nearly a year and a half ago, so 
last Tuesday he surprised his own people 
by quietly coming home to them two days 
before he was expected. 


The smoke from the famous Olympia's 


funnels was sighted off Sandy Hook at 
dawn, Tuesday, and shortly afterwaid the 
Admiral's beloved flagship waa recognized. 
The news was flashed all over the nation, 
and the American people knew that the 
greatest hero of the Spanish war had come 
home to hia triumph. 


The first shout of welcome was from the 


pilots and crew of pilot boat No. 7, fifteen 
miles south of the Hook lightship. 
It 


happened to be pilot John Peterson's turn, 
and at 5.30 a. in. he was put aboard tbe 
Olympia and brought her around the 
Hook and into the lower bay. 


The shore batteries of Fort Hancock, 


manned by gunners called from breakfast, 
let loose 17 gnus. The flagship replied 
with 21. 


As the Olympia came into the bay the 


Admiral's own flag was floating from the 
masthead. 


Admiral Dewey was in his own country 


again, after 23 months absence. 
He re- 


turned "great with the arduous greatness 
of things done," and he scarcely seemed 
to realize it. 


"It almost saddens me," he said, "to 


see what my people are doing ior me. 
The pride and gratification is immense 
and I cannot express tbe appreciation I 
feel. I did not know, I did nol really per- 
ceive until this morning, the splendid wel- 
come that my countrymen are giving me. 
The Governors of many Slates are coming 
to see me, and troops from Florida, Geor- 
gia and other far-away States are on tbeir 
way to take part in reciviue me." 


The Admiral said tbat he felt tired, but 


he did not look so. His complexion ib a 
clear bronze, his hazel eyes bright, his 
bearing brisk and rather jaunty. 
Some 


deep lines are under his eyes and around 
his month, but bis voice is singularly clear 
and pleasant. Tbe Admiral's whole pres- 
ence is tbat of a man in his fullest powers. 


His manner is gentle and kind, but he 


is exceedingly wary and did not permit 
himself to wander off into politics or to ex- 
ercise those positive views he no doubt 
holds about the Philippines and Ameri- 
can affairs there. 
Hia attention was 


brought to interviews in which he is de- 
scribed as going rather fully into the 
character of the Filipinos and their fit- 
ness for belf-government. 


"I cannot stand for any interviews giv- 


ing my opinions on political subjects and 
tbe Philippines. 
I disown any views 


ascribed to me on those subjects." 


Alluding to hia arrival two days ahead 


of the time he waa expected, Admiral 
Dewey said : "I am sorry that I am ahead 
of the schedule. The Olympia has been 
steaming at the uniform rate of ten knots 
an hour since we left Gibraltar. Several 
days ago we knew that we would arrive 
before Thursday unless we moderated our 
speed or went somewhere out of our 
course. 
Captain Lamberton, Lieutenant 


Brumby and I held a consultation. 
The 


propriety of running into Hampton Roads 
or some other port in the South was spok- 
en of, but we concluded that we ought not 
to touch land first anywhere except at 
New York.

Mayor, after a lengthy complimentary 
speech, presented the city's loving cup. 


Admiral Dewey replied as follows : 
"It will be quite impossible for me, Mr. 


Mayor, to express in words" — At this 
point he waa interrupted with cheers, and 
he began again : 


"It would be quite impossible for me to 


express in words how deeply 1 am moved 
by this— ail these honors, one after the 
other — that beautiful cup, tbe freedom of 
the city, this great magnificent reception. 
I cannot say what I want, but speaking 
for myself and the gallant squadron I had 
the honor to command at Manila, I thank 
you from the bottom of my heart." 


"Come here, all you captains," he said, 


addressing the naval captains present. 
Then he introduced each to the audience 
present. 
"Captain 
Lamberton, of the 


Olympia," he cried. 
"Captain Wildes, of 


the Boston ; Captain Coghlan, of tbe Ra- 
leigh ; Captain Dyer, of the Baltimore ; 
Captain Wood, of the Petrel ; Captain 
Walker, of the Concord." 


When tbe captains had all assembled he 


waived his hand toward them and aaid : 
"These are the men who did it. These are 
the men who should be thanked. With- 
out them ] could do nothing." 


Admiral Dewey left New York yester- 


day on his journey to Washington. The 
trip from Jersey City to Washington waa 
made on the most elaborate special train 
ever run by the Pennsylvania Railroad.

was a dazzing illumination at night of 
the harbor, the city and the shores o( tbe 
Hudson, the East river and New York bav. 
The illumination waa arranged by an offi- 
oial city committee, and was carried out 
on a scale wbicb, it is said, had never pre- 
viously been attempted in this country. 


Tbe third event that marked the day oc- 


curred in the morning before the naval 
parade, when Mayor Van Wyck, accom-

in existence in the United States and the 
second oldest in the world. The company 
was organised by special permission, as a 
branch of the then, as well as now, famous 
Honorable Artillery Company of London 
in 1038,

commander. 
Its 


officers are elected every year, no one be- 
ing eligible for office for two successive 
terms, and the anniversary is celebrated 
by the installation of the officers and pre- 
sentation to them, by the Governor of the 
State, of their com missions on the l^t 
Monday in June. Thia anniversary takes 
place on ihe Commons in Boston. 


They also enjoy the distinction of hav- 


ing been tbe only armed body that has 
ever stepped on English soil in time ol 
peace. This privilege was granted to them 
in 1896 by permission of the War Depart- 
ments of England and the United States, 
the occasion being a viait of the Company 
to ita paternal ancestor, The Honorable 
Artillery Company of London. 
On that 


visit they were received at Windsor Castle 
by the Queen and feted by the Prince of 
Wales and hia brother. 
The Prince of 


Wales is the Commander of London's 
Company and may accompany them to 
this country in the near future. 


The total membership atpreaeut is fiom 


700 to 800, the members being from all 
parta of the United States, and being with 
few exceptions military men of distinc- 
tion. 


The excursion was accompanied by 250

pulpits of Market Square, Harrisburg ;

In the evening Dr. Geo. S. Chambers, of 


Harrisburg, Chairman of the Sustentation 
Committee, spoke in the interest of that 
work. 
He made an eloquent address, 


showing the benefits derived therefrom ; 
how weak churches have been made 
strong and self-supporting, and bow mis- 
sions springing up have in time became in- 
dependent. 
In closing he urged upon the 


ministers the importance of this work and 
asked that all co-operate with the commit- 
tee and preach a special sermon. 


Rev. J. Hood Langhlin, born at New- 


ville, within the confines of this Presby- 
tery, and for the past 18 years a missionary 
in Shantung Province, China, was then in- 
troduced and made an interesting address. 
He said in part : "I am glad to be with 
you and to be able to report progress in 
inert, dead, thick-beaded China. Among 
some of the things that help to check 
China's progress are its glorious past and 
its past civilization, it being at one time 
one of the most civilized countries of its 
age. Being a proud people, and as pride 
begets ignorance, they have never read the 
history of other countries and so call 
themselves the ''Middle Kingdom." 
To 


offset these checks they have made great 
strides toward advancement the past few 
years, as follows: Tbe publishing of a 
'Blue Book' containing scientific articles 
by 40 or more different authors ; secondly, 
tbe 'Reform Edicts' by the Emporer, 
granting railroad rights, introducing the 
western system of education, opening of 
Western University at Pekin, the estab- 
lishing of a translating bureau, etc. 
This 


is all due to the work of Christians in that 
land, and he expressed himself as confi- 
dent that a greater change still will soon 
take place and that China will be revolu- 
tionized by the Christian religion. There 
are at present about 100,000 Christiana 
in China." 


The ministers then reported as to the 


condition of their churches and the work 
being done. 


Eev. E. F. McCleaii requested that his

On the morning of the 4ch, J wasdetaile'd 
with a equad of men to gather up any 
wounded confederates that might still be 
lelt in our front, along the hillside fronting 
our Division's position, and between our 
line of defense on the crest of the hill .ind 
Rock Creek.

bottom of the hill, was found the dead 
body of a confederate ofBcer of high rank, 
with fine intellectual appearance, and well 
dressed in gray uniform of a general stal 
officer. 
I counted five bullet holes in his 


person, as he lay on the broad of his 
back. 


lie was said to have been the Adjutant 


General of General Ewell. 
As our duty 


was only to gather up the wounded, we 
passed on with stretchers and removed the 
few remaining desperately wounded to our 
field hospital. 


On our return up the hill, after crossing 


our breastworks on the crest, at a point 
near where the monument of the 28th P. 
V., stands, (back on level ground), prob- 
ably 50 yards from our line of breastworks, 
1 saw a deep ditch or long excavated series 
of graves dug, anda number of dead union 
soldiers laying ready for interment. 
They 


svere covered with gray blankets. 
The 


ditch was about 50 feet long, and 1 think 
there were fully 17 dead bodies in the row. 
It occurred to me after reading this item, 
that these may be the same union soldiers, 
but it would he difficult to tell from which 
commands they 
were. 
Probably they 


were of General Green's brigade of New 
Yorkers. Their heavy lose, on the even- 
ing of the 2dof July, occurred there, while 
the other two brigades were sent to sup- 
port General Sickles' second day's fight.

We believe if farmers, generally 


would give their poultry better care 
provide them with comfortable house. 
and feed tbem as carefully aa they do 
the milch cows, they would find there 
would be quite an item to enter on tbi 
profit side of, their yearly accounts 
Many farmers neglect this most profit 
able branch of then business simply be 
cause they do not realize* all the profits 
at one time, but if they would keep a 
»;iict account jf all the receipts from a 
well cared for flock of hsns they would 
see that a tew dollars received every 
week in the year goes a lene way toward 
making the tarin a profitable invest 
meut. The farmer can fngage in poul 
try-raising with a very aui ill luvestmeni 
of money as compared with some othe: 
branches of his business. If he desire; 
to make $100 from stock it o-ill require 
a cash investment ot $200 ui $300 whil 
it 26 per cent of that amount be invest 
ed m poultry auo properly handled h 
can make as much or more clear profit 
Oue gieat advantage uf this branch o 
forming is that the produces always com 
umuci ready cash sales and many farmer 
know ho v convenient it la to have some 
thing that will sell tor cash on shor 
notice, to meet some unforeseen einer 
gency. 
Poultry-raising is also il medium 


by which a great many waste product 
of the farm can be converted into cash 
Sorghum tops, wheat screenings am 
various table scraps are highly relishe 
by poultry and are soon converted intc 
marketable products. 
But I do not ad 


vocate the keeping of poultry solely ti 
uie up the waste products as the mori 
valuable feeds such as wheat, corn, etc. 
may be fed to the hens and the farrne 
will not only receive the highest cash 
price for his products but will have a 
handsome profit left. If the incubato 
was made a part of the requisite farm 
machinery it could be brought into usi 
during the latter part of the winter 
months thus insuring a handsome price 
for the early batched chicks and also in 
sure early hatched pullets for layers the 
next winter. But as eveiy farmer doea 
not care to handle an incubator he may 
dispense with its use and still make the 
business profitable by judicious manage 
ment. A few years ago while eudeav 
oring to think of something or some way 
to increase the proceeds from our smal 
hilly farm we decided to increase our 
flock of hens and we have kept account 
of all returns received. The first year 
we kept about fifty hens and sold $47 
worth of eggs not counting those that 
were used for hatching or those used at 
home. The next year we sold about 
$62 worth of chickens and eggs, while 
the first eight months of the present 
year we aold a little over iSS worth 
While this is not a large amount of 
money, still it goes a long way toward 
keeping up the farm and household ex- 
penses. These figures may seem ex- 
tremely moderate when compared with 
some of the figures that are often quoted 
in poultry papers but they clearly prove 
to my mind that this is a profitable 
branch of farming and if the farmer 
grows all necessary feed his returns will 
be simply pay for his work of growing 
the feed and caring for the poultry. 
During the business seasons of the year 
he can be relieved of much of the care 
by some member of the family who is 
unable to perform the harder labor ot 
the field. Many persons make a living 
entirely from poultrv but our aim is to 
try and convince the farmer that he can 
make this a side issue along with his 
other farming and at the same time re- 
ceive a handsome reward. Oue thing 
that is frequently overlooked is the 
fertility contained in the droppings of 
fowls. There is no better fertilizer for 
young growing fruit trees than this. It 
will produce a rapid growth of wood 
and a rank foliage 
In regards to the 


best variety of low!s, the farmer should 
first decide what he wants to produce, 
if it be eggs let htm get a breed that are 
good layers but if he wants to raise them 
for coarket he should select a breed that 
has both size and laying qualities. Xext 
let him find a good market for his pro- 
duct, then with pr.iper care and judicious 
management success will surely crown 
his efforts.

FALL PLOWING. 


ITS ADVANTAGES TO DIFFERENT TA- 


KIETIES OF SOIL. 


Tbe advantages of stirring up the soil 


after harvesting are not yet so obvious 
to the majority of formers that it has 
become tbe geneial practice, and it may 
therefore be resided as still an open 
question. But to the writer, after a half 
century of observation and experience, i' 
is aa wall established as any one of oui 
modern farm practices, and far more ea 
sential t an some tbat have become uni 
vereal. Cultivation is the first essentia 
of production in its importance as wel 
as in point of time, aud this for the rea 
son that it not only CODS nuts mois are 
and facilitates root expansion but tha 
it increases available fertility. Thou 
sands of neglected fields in our state 
says a writer in Connecticut Farmer, par 
lially covered with useless, perbaps nox 
ions growths, are only waiting for tbi 
implements of cultivation to demonstrati 
their capacity to produce a series of use 
lul and profitable ciops 
In estimating 


the importance of cultivation we mus 
not regard the soil as a unit, but as com 
posed of minute elemental particles hold 
ing certain definite relations, both chemi 
cal uud physical, each to all. By culti 
vation these reltumub are broken up, new 
ants established, and new chemical com 
binations are formed. The net result o 
such a process IB a new life tor the soil 
or a new caiwcity of production. It i; 
not my purpose to discuss the relatwt 
importance of the physical and chemica 
changes that follow cultivation at al 
seasons of the year, but to specify sorm 
ot the more noticeable results of fal 
plowing in particular. There are condi 
tions which forbid the stirring of the soi 
at any time except when some growing 
crop holds it in its place, by the grappl 
of its roots. Then there are soils already 
so light tbat their porosity and corre 
spending tendency to drift place them 
in the exceptional class also. But we 
are dealing now with the average soi 
whose conditions are not exceptional 
but familiar to us all. Take for instance 
a grass field that from long cropping has 
become unproductive aud is to be culrj 
vated the coming year to corn or some 
other toed crop, and ultimately re 
stocked with grass. Shall it be plowed 
this fall or next spring in order to obtain 
the beat results at the least cost ? My 
answer is plow as soon as may be con 
venient or possible. If done at once th< 
sod decays and is thus converted into 
humus or available food in time for tb 
young plant as BOOH as its roots begin to 
range for nutriment. The objection ii 
often raised that tall plowing involves 
increased labor, as the work must be re 
peated in the spring and tbe upturned 
turf nmut of course render the after-cul- 
tivation more difficult and less sattsfac 
tory. The objection is not a valid one 
The plowing once done well should no 
be undone in the spring. Suitable imple 
rnentu for pulverizing the surface soil are 
now accessible to every farmer, and the 
preparation for the coming crop is great 
ly lessened in time and cost. The turf 
lies just where the new-born rootlets 
will most readily fiud it, and thus a vig 
orous early growth is insured, upon 
which the final result so materially de 
pends. Climatic influences too enter in- 
to this question and must be considered 
Tbe action of frost upon stiff clayej 
soils, greatly lessens their cohesion 
which is their worst quality, and olten 
renders profitable cultivation impossible 
by tbe retention ot moisture, and the ex- 
clusion of air. The effect of plowing 
such soils in ,the fall is to break them 
down or to pulveiize them, and thue 
make their successful cultivation much 
easier than if broken up by the best im- 
plements after plowing in .the spring 
So, too, sandy soils whose porosity is too 
great, are equally benefited by plowing 
in the fall. The underlying turf arrests 
much of the escaping moisture and holds 
it till by capillary action it is returned 
to the soil above and utilized by tbe 
growing plant. The action of the ele- 
ments too tends strongly to lessen por- 
osity by packing the surface soil, which 
should not be disturbed in cultivation 
below a very supeificUl depth. 
Clay 


and sand are the extremes of soil compo- 
sition. Between these there is a great 
diversity that requires special treatment 
but all are nearly equally benefited by 
fail plowing.
